bridge he threatened to jum p 
off.

first they thought the man drunk, but 
lie proved to he despodnent and was 
seriously entertaining 
a mad desire to 
end 
his ex istence. 
When 
the ears 
reached tlie station fie nervously paced 
up and riownt lie sidewalk and trac k 
until another trip was made from the 
fair rgonnd, and when the cars swung 
around the curve 
he 
deliberately 
jum ped in front of them. 
Several women standing by gave a 
series of hysterical screams in concert, 
and strong-hearted men turned their 
heads to avoid seeing the man mangled 
beneath the cars. 
W ithout a moment 
to spare, Nor veil 
sprnng in front of the cars and drag 
ged the fellow to one side and narrow ­ 
ly escaped being caught himself. 
The fellow was held until Officer 
Pea arrived, when he was takeu to 
jail. 
On being questioned todav he 
said he was not drunk, and refused j 
to discuss his attem pt at suicide. 
He 
ex pressed a desire to be released, and j 
said he would walk out of town at 
once. 
He elamis to be a saw tiling ex pert, 
and had in his possession a num ber of 
tiles and ¡¡too Is in a leather case,

be held indefinitely, on a charge of j
